RIDDLEBERGER HAS ONE OF HIS 
VERY BAD SPELLS.

T H E F IR S T S T E P . 


A R e s o lu tio n In C o n g re ss fo r th e A n n e x ­ 
a tio n o f C a n a d a . 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 13th.—Batter- 
worth ot Ohio introduced a joint resolution 
in the House to-day for the annexation of 
Canada. After the preamble, in which the 
necessities for a political and commercial 
union are set forth at length, the resolution 
is as follows: 
Be it Resolved, T h at th e P resident be, and he 
is hereby authorized and em pow ered to invite 
negotiations looking to the assim ilation and 
unity of th e people of th e D om inion o f C anada 
and the U nited States u n d er one G overnm ent; 
such unity and assim ilation to be based upon 
the adm ission of the general Provinces of the 
D om inion, or any one of them , into th e Union 
of States upon th e sam e term s and equality w ith 
the several States com posing th e Union, and 
th e assum ption by the U nited states o f the in ­ 
debtedness o f the D om inion of C anada, or a 
iust proportion thereof, an d such o th er equit 
able term s and conditions as justice to th e high 
contracting parties m ay dem and. 
Resolved, T h at w ith a view to such negotia­ 
tions, the President invite th e appointm ent of 
C om m issioners by the G overnm ent ot Great 
B ritain an d the D om inion of C anada to con­ 
sider th e wisdom an d expediency of settling 
and adjusting all th e controversies an d differ­ 
e n c e s w hich now exist betw een th e tw o Gov­ 
ernm ents, grow ing out o f th e fisheries, o rother- 
wise, by such u nion a n d assim ilation as is 
hereinbefore suggested, eith er as to th e w hole, 
or any Province, or several Provinces of said 
Dom inion. Such negotiations to be conducted 
w ith due regard to th e am icable relations w hich 
obtain betw een G reat B ritain and the U nited 
States a n d th e obligations im posed thereby. 


“ H E R E W E A R E A G A IN .” 


R id d le b e r g c r o f V irg in ia C re a te s a S cen e 
In th e S e n a te C h a m b e r. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 13th.—Senator 
Riddleberger m ade his appearance in the 
Senate to-day for the hrst tim e this season, 
and plunged into the ring with a “ Here 
we are again !’’ exclam ation that dismayed 
his grave and reverend colleagues. Im ­ 
pelled by artificial stim ulation, and im agin­ 
ing that advantage had been taken ot his 
absence to brush away his troublesome 
proposition of the last session to consider 
the British extradition treaty in open ses­ 
sion, he interrupted 
tira Senator Cook 
and then Senator Vance in their learned 
discourses upon the iniquities of the pro­ 
tective tariff. The Senator from North 
Carolina became weary of Riddleberger’s 
inteijections into his speech for th> con­ 
sum ption of North Carolina cottou-grow- 
ers, and dem anded the protection of the 
Chair from further interruptions. 
Mr. Berry occupied the presiding official’s 
seat tem porarily, and Riddleberger belliger­ 
ently declined to state his point of order 
until Mr. Vance—who was entitled to the 
floor—took his seat. 
Vance declined to as­ 
sum e a sitting position, and Senator Berry 
decided, very properly, that Riddleberger 
was out of order. 
The Virginia Senator very snappishly and 
incoherently declared that this decision was 
made because the presiding officer knew no 
better. 
At this juncture Senator Ingalls 
resumed the chair, and with a rap of his 
gavel sharply directed Senator Vance to 
continue his rem arks. 
Riddleberger sat 
down, and the North Carolina Senator con­ 
tinued his speech, only again to be inter­ 
rupted a m om ent later by Riddleberger, 
who insisted that in the m orning hour bis 
m otion on the extradition treaty should 
have precedence of the tariff discussion. 
The Chair prom ptly overruled this point 
of order, and perem ptorily ordered the V ir­ 
ginian to take his seat." Riddleberger re­ 
m ained standing. 
“If the Senator does not take bis seat,’’ 
said Mr, Ingalls, with severe deliberation, 
“the Chair will call upon the Sergeant-at- 
Arm s to enforce the rules of the Senate.” 
There was a m om entary pause, in which 
Riddleberger was the target of observation 
from everybody on the floor and in the gal­ 
leries, aud, realizing that the danger lim it 
had been reached, he m arched to the rear 
of the cham ber and retired into the lobby. 
Vance finisbed bis seat, but subsequently, 
when Jones of A rkansas bad the floor, 
Riddleberger renewed his point of order, 
and alluded to Ingalls as having threat­ 
ened to “call in the police.” 
H e was again 
directed to be in order, and obeyed the 
Chair. Subsequently he presented a reso­ 
lution for the reorganization of the Senate 
after the holiday recess, which was laid 
over. 
To-night the irate Virginian said that he 
would vote for a Democrat for presiding 
officer, to depose Ingalls. 


IM P O R T E D A C T O R S . 


T h e T h e a tr ic a l P ro fe ss io n 
In ju r e d by 
F o r e ig n C h e a p L a b o r. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 13th.—A com­ 
m ittee representing the Actors' Order of 
Friendship appeared before the Ford Com­ 
m ittee on the investigation of im m igration 
to-day. and asked that the contract labor 
law be amended so as to inclade pro­ 
fessional actors aud m usicians am ong the 
classes prohibited from entering the United 
States under a labor contract, under exem p­ 
tion. The com m ittee said that a large 
num ber of foreign actors were annually 
brought to this country for the sole reason 
that they would work cheaper than A m er­ 
ican actors. They did not object to the 
presence of stars, but to the host of m inor 
actors they brought w ith them , and to the 
cheap grade of foreign actors whom Arner- 
ean managers im ported solely because of 
their cheapness. 
Their profession was 
already overcrowded, and they thought 
themselves fairly entitled to protection 
against the wholesale im portation of cheap 
foreign actors, who are under no obligation 
to the United States, and left it when their 
engagement was at an end. 
The comm ittee also complained that 
wardrobes, stage property s and scenery 
was ali imported, contrary to law, without 
paying the customs duties and to the detri­ 
m ent 
of 
Am ericans. 
This was done 
through ballet girls and others falsely 
sw earing that their waidrobes and other 
properties were their personal effects. 


H E H A S N 'T D E C L IN E D . 


S b e n n a n R e f u te s th e 
S to ry

W a s h in g to n , December 13tb.—"There’s 
not the slightest foundation for the storv 
now going the ronnds of the press to the 
effect that I would refuse to accept a posi­ 
tion in President Harrison’s Cabinet be­ 
cause I would be succeeded by Governor 
Foraker,” said Senator Sherman to-day. 
“The possibility of my seat in the Senate 
being occupied by Governor Foraker will 
not weigh one hair in connection with my 
going to the State Dep.ntment.” 


S A B B A T H 
O B S E R V A N C E . 


T h e M a m m o th P e titio n to C ongresA fo r a 
S u n d a y L a w . 
W a s h in g to n , December 13th.—A large 
delegation from the American Sabbath 
Convention had a hearing this morning 
before the Senate Committee on Education 
and Labor, which had before it the Blair 
bill to secure to the people enjovment of 
the Lord's Day as a day of rest, and to pro­ 
mote its observance as a day of religions 
worship. 
The delegation presented many docu­ 
ments bearing on the subject, including 
Cardinal Gibbons' letter, and stated that 
the petitioners for the passage of the bill 
represented nearly fourteen m illion per­ 
sons. 


C O N G R E S S IO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


I n th e S e n a te . 


W a s h in g to n , December 13th.—The Sen­ 
ate to-day adopted a resolution, introduced 
by Dawes, calling upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury for any information in his posses­ 
sion respecting the condition of the natives 
in Alaska. 
^ There was an interesting eD isode in the 
Senate this morning. At the’beginning of 
the tariff debate Senator Vance took the 
floor, and had jnst got well under way 
when Riddleberger of Virginia entered the 
chamber and made a point of order that 
rariff debate was not in order until the ex- ' 
{ ¡ration of th e morning hour. 
i 


President pro tem pore Ingalls overruled 
the point of order. 
Riddleberger, who was laboring under 
considerable “excitem ent,” continued to in­ 
terrupt Vance, who finally appealed to tbe 
President to protect him from these inter­ 
ruptions. 
Ingalls requested the Virginia Senator to 
preserve order, and not being prom ptly 
obeyed, he sharply informed Riddleberger 
th at if he did not desist conversation and 
resum e his seat, he would nirect the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arm s to remove him from the 
cham ber. 
This threat was effectual. 
Riddleberger 
sat down, and Vance finished his speech, 
and Jones of A rkansas then took the floor 
in opposition to the tariff bill. 
Jones supported the am endm ent for the 
reduction of the duty on hoop iron, but 
suggested that if such could not be agreed 
upon, to give the Secretary of the Treasury 
power to teke off the duty at tbe end of one 
year, if he thought hoop iron could be pur­ 
chased cheaper from foreigners. 
Dawes thought that this would be fatal, 
as foreigners 
could afford to undersell 
Americans for one year in view of the great 
profits after the duty was removed. 
Vest pleaded for the relief of the cotton- 
growers in a long speech. 
Riddleberger introduced a resolution that 
the Senate proceed upon the reorganization 
of it officers on the first day of the session 
after January. 
The Democratic Senators again made 
futile attem pts this afternoon to change the 
rates of duty fixed in the Finance C om m it­ 
tee’s taritl bill. Oakes' am endm ent to re­ 
duce the duty on cotton ties was rejected. 
Vance made a motion to reduce the duty 
on iron and steel rails from 7-10 cents Der 
pound to $11 per ton. 
McPherson said the original duty on rails 
was ample, and it was a m ystery to him 
why the increase was needed. The am end­ 
m ent was rejected. 
McPherson offered an am endm ent to 
reduce the duty on the sam e to 6 1-10 cents 
per pound, but it was voted down. 
Vest, speaking on the latter am endm ent, 
said that the duty was an especial hardship 
on farmers, and the railroad m ade up for 
the duties on rails by an increase in the 
rates. 
Edm unds introduced a resolution direct­ 
ing the Secretary of the Senate to send the 
Governors of States copies of the laws re­ 
garding the m eeting of the Presidential 
Electors and the transmission and counting 
of he electoral vote. 
Laid over. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed at 4:20 p. M. 
I n th e H o u se . 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 13th.—In 
the 
H ouse to-day Butterw orth of Ohio offered 
a joint resolution authorizing the President 
to invite negotiations looking to the assim ­ 
ilation and unity of the people of the Do­ 
m inion of Canada and the United S:ates 
under one Government, such unity bared 
upon the admireion of the several provinces 
of the Dominion into the Union upon 
term s of equality with the States. 
The 
President is authorized to invite the ap­ 
pointm ent of Commissioners by the British 
Governm ent to consider the wisdom and 
expediency of settling and adjusting the 
point in existing controversies. 
A favorable report was made on the bill 
to place General John C. Frem ont on the 
retired list, with the rank of Major-General. 
Also, a favorable report on the bill to pre­ 
vent the spread of contagious diseases from 
one State to another. 
The bill passed directing the Court of 
Claims to hear the claim of W estern Chero­ 
kee Indians. 
T he bill organizing the T erritory of O kla­ 
hom a then came up. 
Considerable discussion was evoked over 
an am endm ent by Payson providing for 
allowances to honorably discharged soldiers 
of certain privileges in settling Oklaham a 
lands. 
W eaver of Iowa held that old soldiers 
did not come as beggars to ask exclusive 
privileges in this m atter, and he did not 
favor the am endm ent, for he thought they 
did not ask it. 
Major W arner of Missouri (Commander 
of the G. A. Ii ) opposed the am endm ent, 
a? he thought it unnecessary aud was not 
asked for by the soldiers. 
Tending further discussion the hour of 5 
o’clock arrived, and the House adjourned. 
The < iklaham a bill goes over as u n ­ 
finished business.

As he stepped tem porarily into Mr. Car­ 
lisle s seat there was loud and long-con­ 
tinued applause, in which Democrats, as 
well 
as 
Republicans, 
enthusiastically 
joined. 


W a s h in g to n N o te s. 
W a s h in g to n , December 
13th.—Repre­ 
sentative Martin of Texas, charged with an 
assault on a reporter of the Star, in the 
Police Court this morning pleaded gnilty 
and was fiD ed $ 5 . 
The President has not taken action on 
the application for the pardon of Ben Hop­ 
kins, of the Fidelity B ank of Cincinnati, 
which fuiled with such disastrous results 
eighteen m onths ago. 
The following Presidential nom inations 
wrere received by the Senate to-day: G. I’. 
Norton of Salt Lake City to be Surveyor- 
General of Utah; H. T. Tolraie of M inne­ 
sota to be Indian Agent at the Nez Perces 
Agency, Idaho. 
The Presidio of San Francisco is nam ed 
as one of the additional arm y posts of in­ 
struction in the recent order of General 
Schofield on that subject.

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THE DIKECr TAX BILL AGAIN. 


The “direct tax” bill has at last gone to 
the President for approval. The Demo­ 
cratic party enjoys the unenviable distinc­ 
tion of having cast all the negative votes 
against the measure. 
The amount pay­ 
able under the bill to California is $254,­ 
538 67. The direct tax levied upon all 
the States by the Federal ’Government 
under the Act of' 1861 was $20,000,000. 
It was provided that if the tax was paid 
prior to J une 30, 1862, or September 30, 
1862, there should be allowed a rebate of 
15 per cent, in the first instance, and 10 
per cent, if the latter 'date was availed oL 
After that no rebate was to be allowed. 
In 1884, notwithstanding the limitations 
provided and that California did not wr 
spond within time, the Government re­ 
mitted to this State in July, our fuli 
quota of the 15 per cent, amounting to 
$38,180 80. The demand upon California 
under the direct tax levy was th e sum 
first named, $254,538. 
AVe paid of this 
$63,839 31 in October, 1862, and in Feb­ 
ruary, 1863, $183,606 10, 
leaving due 
$7,093 26. On this delinquency tbe Gov­ 
ernment in January, 1863, credited Cal­ 
ifornia with $495 72 on account of the 
Modoc Indian .war claims, leaving still 
due $6,497 54. 
This, deducted from the 
$38,180 80, left due to California $31,' 
583 26 on the rebate, which was paid as 
already stated. 
This 
allowance 
was 
granted to California notwithstanding she 
had forfeited her claim to it, because she 
assumed the costs and charges of collecting 
the tax, which was a direct lien upon the 
property of the people. 
There is a curious bit of history con­ 
nected with this rebate wortli recalling 
We collected of our people $70,932 56 of 
the direct tax in gold prior to the last 
date of limitation but cur State Treasurer 
converted tbe gold into greenbacks and 
tendered it to the U nited States Sub­ 
Treasurer who refused to accept it in cur­ 
rency, and the contention that followed 
carried us past the last date of limita­ 
tion. 
Our 
Treasurer 
claimed 
a 10 
per cent, 
rebate ltecause the collection 
..as made before expiration of the limita­ 
tion, deducted it and finally paid over to 
the I nitcd States §63,839 31, and we thus 
became indebted to the United State: 
$7,093 26, because the Federal Government 
decline to recognize our system of book­ 
keeping, holding that the money should 
have been actually paid over in the 
character as collected prior to the expira­ 
tion of the limitation under which we 
would be entitled to JO per cent. oft'. 
Some of the States took the ground that 
the levy of the tax was unconstitutional 
and in fact of the $2 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 demanded, 
but 
$17,359,685 
ever was 
collected. 
Through a great deal of attempted legisla­ 
tion and much wrestling with the Treasury 
Department of the Federal Government, 
California finally secure a settlement of her 
account, and a balance was struck. 
It is 
intimated, now that the bill of allowance 
has passed both houses, that the President 
will veto it. 
It is not clear what ground 
he will assume for the action. 
In equity 
the money should be refunded, and if it is 
not done by reason of tbe President’s veto, 
the Federal Government will be guilty of 
an act of injustice towards the States that 
will, In case it ever needs to make another 
call, render it a very difficult task.

SAN 
FRANCISCO ELECTION 
FRAUDS. 


In the recount of the municipal election 
vote in San Francisco, now progressing be­ 
fore the Superior Court, remarkable dis­ 
crepancies between the official and the 
recount have developed. I t is amazing 
that in going over less than fifty precinct 
returns nearly three hundred miscounts 
should be found. The Court before which 
the proceeding is had has already de­ 
clared that there is no explanation of the 
m atter possible except upon the theory of 
premeditated and outrageous fraud. The 
J udge declares that it has already been 
proved to bis satisfaction that election offi­ 
cers called oft' wrong names by the score 
purposely, and that the tally clerks were 
thus made to credit candidates with votes 
they never received, and that were cast for 
their opponents. 
In two precincts O’Don­ 
nell, for Mayor, gained eighty votes in 
each, and in another seventy-five, by the 
recount, and in one other forty-one votes 
cast for him were not counted by the 
election officers at all. 
If in the large 
cities such monstrous frauds as these can 
be committed despite the watchfulness of 
the partisan inspectors who are permitted 
to watch the counting in the polling 
booths, the people have reason to doubt 
the jsossibility of 
securing, under our 
present system, a fair opportunity to ex­ 
press their will at the polls. 
If we must 
resort to a recount in Court in order to 
determine the true result of an election, 
may it not be better to have Court officials 
seal the ballot-boxes when the polls close, 
and transfer them at once to the custody 
of the Courts for announcement of the re­ 
sult ? The outcry in San Francisco is 
“ prosecute the election officers.” 
But it 
will not be done, and for an obvious rea­ 
son—conviction could not be had.

less it could be shown that but one officer 
performed that duty. 
But the fact is that 
the J udges and Inspectors relieve each 
other from hour to hour, and there are 
alternates also to take their places when 
weary. 
Upon no one man, therefore, could 
guilt be fastened, while it is not possible, 
without their consent, to try them jointly. 
If for no other reason than this, no prose­ 
cutions could be sustained. 
Bet there are 
others, and not least among them is the 
fact of the political backing the election 
boards have. 
The bosses for whom they 
committed these outrages upon ¿he most 
siered right of the citizen will not permit 
them to be harmed. 
There is one plain and simple ¡aeeas of 
securing an honest count of the people's 
ballots—a means so easily applied that the 
wonder, to a stranger to our system, is that 
it is not adopted—tbe selection of men 
for election ofticers whose characters and 
independence are ample guarautv that 
they are not under any political thumb 
cannot be “bossed,” and are above the 
motives tb ii actuate those who fraudu­ 
lently make ep returns. 
Such men can be 
had in plenty in any community. There 
is no difficulty in naming them in small 
towns and cities and in the country pre- 
c'ncts, but in the -/real centers at popula­ 
tion it would seem that men are chosen 
for these important Uusts who are known 
to but a few, and for whose integrity and 
independence no voueliing can be had. Of 
course the’r selection is a part of the sys­ 
tem of modern bossism, and it will obtain 
as long as the traffickers in votes have 
“pulU” upon the local legislature!? of the 


Ax American fishing vessel ran on Sat­ 
urday into a Dominion port, unshipped 
its catch, entered it at the Custom-house 
and resliipped it to Boston. The Domin­ 
ion authorities made no objection to the 
proceeding, and it is therefore assumed 
that the English yield the main point at 
issue in the fisheries dispute. This maybe 
hasty judgment. 
W hile the act referred 
to and the quiescent attitude of the Do­ 
minion authorities give color to the theory 
stated, yet is possible that nothing was 
done because the local Government is ad­ 
vised from “ home ” to make no issues un­ 
til the new Administration is installed in 
the United States, when negotiations may 
be renewed for a settlement of the fisheries 
dispute. Thus, while it may be that the 
English < : overmuent is simply wailing for 
a change in authority in the United States 
and consenting to such action as the Cap­ 
tain took to avoid complications with the 
present Administration, yet it is fair to 
take the quietude of the Halifax officials 
as evidence of the final and complete aban­ 
donment of tbe main claim the Dominion 
Government has made in the settlement 
of the fisheries question. 
For if the En­ 
glish for three months to come yield their 
claim, they make precedents that it will be 
very difficult to explain. On the other 
hand if they are resolved to abandon the 
point for which they have held out so 
long, why should not the fact be directly 
and frankly communicated'! Why indeed 
should the ¡authorities by indirection do 
that which they can more speedily and 
satisfactorily accomplish in another way ? 


1 IIE result o f the Boston school election 
may be taken as a protest against church 
interference with the common schools. 
It 
is not clear that there was that direct in­ 
terference, however, in the Boston case 
that could be made a cause of grievance 
against church 
authorities. 
Technical 
constructions of text expression regarding 
sale of indulgences and the history of the 
Inquisition appears to have been the cause 
of the entire difficulty. At most it was a 
bit of theological hairsplitting. Still so 
far as it goes, it will be recorded as a ver­ 
dict of a city, among the foremost for intel­ 
ligence, against the introduction of relig­ 
ious issues into common school instruction. 
The Protestant objectors to the action of 
school board in excluding a text-book held 
to be objectionable by Catholics, secured a 
victory. It should not lead to further 
contention however. 
Let the defenders of 
the school system be content to guard it 
from all encroachment that assails its non­ 
sectarian character, but beyond that it is 
not wise to carry the contest. The schools 
and the churches must be kept widely 
apart, anil no sort of assault or any manner 
of insidious attempt to introduce doctrinal 
matters into the school instruction must be 
tolerated. 
The schools belong to all the 
people, differing in religious faith and pol­ 
itics, and there must not be dragged into 
the system anything that will tend to warp 
instruction toward the tenets of any class 
of religionists. 
W hen the public school- 
house is entered by the teachers the church 
must remain outside.

“ Near tbe close of tbe last session of the 
State Senate a resolution was passed allow­ 
ing the pages, watchm an, gate-keepers, 
m ail-carrier and m ailing clerk $1 a day for 
extra services for the session, and directing 
the State Controller to draw his w arrants 
in the sum of $60 for each of the named 
employes, payable out of the contingent 
fund of the Senate. 
The extra work con­ 
sisted of prolonged sessions of the Senate. 
Controller Dunn refused to draw such 
w arrants and a Court d ireced him to do 
so. This judgm ent has been reversed by 
the Suprem e Court, which says the com ­ 
pensation of porters, etc., is fixed by law.
